Judge William T. Gillie said “ interest 
derived from highway funds have been 
improperly placed in the general 
fund” since 1968. 
Although Gillie set a March 18 
hearing to determine the exact amount 
owed, House Finance Chairman Myrl 
H. Shoem aker, D-88 Bourneville, 
estim ated D epartm ent of T ran s­ 
portation interest earnings over the 
last nine years were as high as $95 
million. 
Gillie cited a 1968 Ohio law directing 
the state treasurer to return interest 
earifed on investments or deposits to 
‘th e proper fund of the state or sub­ 
division.” 
‘‘It is the court’s opinion,” Gillie 
wrote in a one-page, Feb. 14 decision, 
'th a t proper’ as used in the statute, in 
the absence of further specification, 
refers to the fund which produced the 
interest income.” 
‘‘This could also add to the problem 
we have this year with the energy 
crisis,” Shoemaker said, referring to 


the possible effect of the ruling on 
future state revenues. 
The decision relates specifically only 
to 
the transportation 
department, 
which derives most of its operating 
funds from highway use and gasoline 
taxes. 
However, in a ruling last June I on 
Mrs. Donahey's motion to dismiss the 
suit, Gillie implied that other state 
agencies which generate revenues, 
such as licensing fees, could also keep 
their interest earnings. 
“ The general rule of law,” he wrote, 
‘is that in the absence of statute in­ 
terest follows the fund which has 
earned it.” 
Shoem aker, 
W ilkins, 
state 
Treasurer 
Gertrude 
Donahey 
and 
majority counsel Rick Pfeiffer met to 
discuss alternatives to a flat pay-out of 
$95 million. 
One obvious option is an appeal by 
Mrs. Donahey of the finding in the suit 
brought by Harry L. Armstrong, a 
former Republican state senator from 
IiOgan. 
On the m atter of repayment, Gillie 
wrote: “ Any final order herein should 
provide for such transfer from the 
general fund into the appropriate high­ 
way fund or funds as evidence to be 
heard herein shows to be proper in

Aside from th e m oney owed, 
however, the ruling, if allowed to 
stand, means the state would be 
deprived of $7 million or so that the 
transportation department earns each 
year on investments. 
O ffshore Drilling 
Controversy Revived 


NEW YORK (AP) — The decision of 
a federal judge canceling the federal 
government’s first oil and natural gas 
leases in the Atlantic Ocean has stirred 
up two long-simmering controversies. 
The first is the old conflict between 
environment and the need for energy. 
The second is the belief held by 
petroleum producing states, notably 
louisiana, that they are being asked to 
sacrifice for others. 
The ruling Thursday by U.S. District 
Judge Jack Weinstein nullifying the 
Interior Department’s $1.13 billion sale 
of midAtlantic leases to 39 oil com­ 
panies last summer comes at a critical 
time. 
While the country endures natural 
gas shortages in its worst winter on 
record, the Carter Administration is 
hustling to formulate its policy toward 
energy and drilling on the Outer 
Continental Shelf. 
For many years after the federal 
government started leasing its off­ 
shore lands in 1954, the process moved 
along 
routinely. 
In 
recent 
years, 


however, numerous lawsuits have 
attem pted to block the leasing on 
environmental grounds. 
One suit delayed a 1971 sale in the 
Gulf of Mexico, but the ruling Thur­ 
sday was the first time that a sale 
already conducted has been voided. 
The 
most 
visible 
case 
of 
en­ 
vironmental concern was the oil spill 
in California’s Santa Barbara Channel 
in January 1969, after which the 
Interior D epartm ent itself halted 
drilling. Just last month, the depart­ 
m ent

for 
development of existing leases there. 
To be weighed against the en­ 
vironmental risk to marine life and 
coastlines are the rewards from the 
nearly 13,000 wells drilled offshore in 
the past 20 years. 
These have produced more than 3.8 
billion barrels of oil and more than 27 
trillion cubic feet of natural gas. 
Offshore wells today account for about 
17 per cent of the country’s oil 
production and 20 per cent of its gas 
production.

Bom b M isses 
A rgentine Chief 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) - 
A bomb exploded on an airport runway 
today just 20 seconds after Argentine 
President Gen. Jorge Videla took off 
from an adjacent strip, the govern­ 
ment said. 
The president was unharmed and the 
plane undamaged rn what appeared to 
have been an assassination attempt. 
There were no reports of casualties. 


Videla’s plane landed a few minutes 
later at an air force base near Buenos 
Aires apparently for a check of any 
possible damage and then took off 
again. 


Hundreds of spectators at the airport 
witnessed the explosion. 
Videla escaped a similar attempt 
last Oct. 2 when a bomb ripped through 
a reviewing stand five minutes after he 
and his party had left at the end of a 
military ceremony. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — legislation 
is moving forward in Congress to enact 
President Carter’s economic stimulus 
package, including $50 rebates for 
most Americans and permanent tax 
cuts for 44.6 million households. 
The legislation, approved Thursday 
night 26 to 8 by the House Ways and 
Means Committee, could be ready for 
House action later this month or early 
next month. 
The $50 rebate checks would start 
going into the mail in May or June to 
all American families with income 
under $25,000 if the bill passes in its 
present form. 
The permanent tax cut would be 
reflected in reduced withholding from 
paychecks received after May I. This 
would be worth an average of $90 
annually to some 44.6 million tax­ 
payers and their families earning 
$20,000 or less a year. 
The committee voted to replace the 
current 
system of minimum 
and 
maximum standard deductions for 
taxpayers who do not itemize with a 
new flat deduction of $2,400 for single 
persons and $3,000 for couples. Carter 
had suggested a $2,200 deduction for 
singles, but the committee rejected 
this because it would have raised taxes 
for 2.1 million single taxpayers. 
The action would raise the socalled 
“m arriage penalty,” now at $1,300, to 
$1,800. Carter has acknowledged that 
two single persons living together have 
a tax advantage over m arried couples. 
The new system would allow the 
singles to get two deductions totaling 
$4,800, while the couple would be 
limited to $3,000. 
Most of the benefits from the new 
standard deduction would go to tax­ 
payers making less than $17,500 a 
year. It would mean a tax cut of $154 a 
year for a single person making 
$10,000, $175 for a couple earning 
$12,500, and $171 for a family of four 
with $10,000 of income 
The tax reductions first enacted in 
1975 would be continued through 1978, 
including the present $35-per-person 
tax credit, a special bonus of up to $400 
for working poor families, and cor­ 
porate tax rate reductions aimed 
mainly at helping smaller businesses. 
In addition, a new jobs tax credit for 
businesses would provide up to $40,000 
annually for each company hiring new 
workers this year and in 1978. The 
government, in effect, would pay up to 
$1,680 of the wages for each new em­ 
ploye, with even greater incentives for 
hiring the handicapped.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal 
government, using the threat of fund 
cutoffs, is launching a drive to end 
discrimination by schools against girls 
and women. 
The action 
announced Thursday 
means that the government will en­ 
force existing rules against sex 
segregated physical education classes, 
single-sex organizations such as 
honorary service fra tern ities and 
scholarships restricted to members of 
one sex. 
Exempt from the 
ban 
on 
sex 
discrimination are contact sports and 
sex education classes. (Xherwise, the 
federal rules apply to all areas of 
school life, including hiring, ad ­ 
missions and athletics. 
Affected by the rules are 16,000 
school districts and 2,700 institutions of 
higher education that receive federal 
funds. 
The 
action 
by the 
Carter 
ad­ 
ministration 
constitutes agreement 
with the long-standing complaint by 
women’s groups that HEW has been 
slow in enforcing a 1972 law banning 
sex discrimination in schools. 
After the law went on the books, 
HEW took three years to formulate 
regulations to implement the law. 
“Only scattered enforcement efforts 
have been undertaken, and these were 
only in response to individual com­ 
plaints and were not initiated by the 
d ep a rtm en t,”

Secretary Joseph Califano Jr. 
Califano directed that a list be 
compiled by March 15 of colleges and 
school systems that have assured 
HEW they are complying with the 1975 
regulations.

CHICAGO (AP) — For sightseers 
who’d just as soon skip the museums, a 
local finn offers a “ Massacres and 
Mobsters” tour of such Chicago land­ 
m arks as the movie theater where 
John Dillinger was killed and the site 
of the St. Valentine’s Day Massacre. 
My Kind of Town, a Highland Park 
firm, provides a history of the city’s 
bloodier side in a 3‘^-hour bus tour that 
stops at the sites of most major 
Chicago calamities, from the 1812 Fort 
Dearborn Massacre to the Grant Park 
riots of the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention. 
Historian and teacher Vie Giustino 
supplies details as tour groups pass the 
place where the excursion boat 
Eastland sank in 1915, killing 812 
persons, or the location of the 1903 
Iroquois Theater fire, which claimed 
575 lives. 
Labor and 
racial 
violence 
is 
represented on the tour by such at­ 
tractions as the Haymarket Square, 
site of the famous riot of 1886, and the 
South Side area where the worst race 
riots in the city’s history broke out in 
1919. 
Most popular features, however, are 
those dealing with organized crime 
and political corruption. 
In the old lievee area, Giustino 
poults out the sites of establishments 
once owned by “ Bathhouse John” 
Coughlin, “ Hinky Dirik” Kenna and 
“ Big Jim ” Colosimo. There is also a 
description of the Everleigh Sisters’ 
famous brothel. 
Then it’s on to Al Capone country for 
a peek at two of “Scarface’s” homes, a 
swing past his old Metropole Hotel on 
the Near South Side and a visit to 
C apone’s grave 
in 
Mt. 
Carm el 
Cemetery. 
On a quick run through Cicero, 
tourists are invited to imaguie the 
m achine 
guns 
blazing 
out 
of 
limousines as Capone’s enemies came 
roaring down “The Strip.” 
No such tour would be complete 
without a visit to the site of the 1929 St. 
GRAFFITI 


Valentine's Day Massacre, so the bus 
heads up to the North Side, passing 
Dion O’Bannion’s old florist shop and 
the steps of Holy Name Cathedral, 
both scenes of notable gangland 
assassinations. 
The old garage on (’lark Street 
where seven men died has been torn 
down now, hut the Massacre is, for 
most, the highlight of the trip. 
Also on the North Side, the tour 
passes the still-functioning Biograph 
Theater and the alley where outlaw 
Dillinger was shot down by federal 


agents after his betrayal by “The I^ady 
in Red.” 
Rosalie Dixler, an administrator of 
My Kind of Town, said the finn does 
most of its business in other sorts of 
tours — chiefly those focusing on ar­ 
chitecture, ethnic neighborhoods and 
the fashion industry.

CHICAGO (AP) — Two bombs ex­ 
ploded in downtown office buildings 
early today, causing an estimated 
$75,000 damage but no injuries. 
Bomb and arson investigators said 
they were working on the theory that 
the two bombings, which came without 
warning, were related. 
The first blast was in the sprawling 
Merchandise Mail shortly after I a.m. 
and the second went off three minutes 
later at the U.S. Gypsum Corp. 
building five blocks away. 
“It almost knocked me over,” said 
Harold DeNoon, 35, a Merchandise 
Mart security guard. “It scared hell 
out of me. I ran out, but all I could see 
was a bunch of smoke and broken glass 
in the corridor.” 
There was an estimated $50,000 
damage at the Merchandise Mart, a 25- 
story building covering two city blocks 
and fronting on the Chicago River. 
The bomb, set in 
a stairwell, 
smashed doors and windows and tore 
out a chunk of ceiling. It also burst a 
ceiling water main and flooded the 
lobby with up to three inches of water.

James A. Rhodes took reporters and

laboratories 
Wednesday for a look at an ex­ 
perimental clean coal burning process. 
When the tour was over, Rhodes 
indicated he may support state funding 
of the project in order to get it working 
sooner in large industries. 
The Battelle brainchild, termed fluid 
bed combustion, was explained by Carl 
Lyons, assistant director of project 
management. He said the institute 
plans to have a prototype fluid bed 
boiler system ready by 1979. The 
model, he said, would aid boiler 
m anufacturers 
in 
com m ercially 
producing the system for large in­ 
dustrial needs. 
Fluid bed coal burning combines 
high-sulfur coal with limestone in a 
continuous upward stream of air. 
Lyons said that in that combination the 
culprit, sulfur dioxide, combines with 
the limestone to form calcium sulfate 
which can be trapped as a particulate 
in smoke stack filters. 
The current push by Rhodes on the 
Ohio coal issue is based on sulfur 
dioxide emission standards proposed 
for the state by the federal Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency. 
Rhodes and Ned Williams, director 
of the Ohio EPA , contend the federal 
regulations are too stringent and that 
their enforcement will exacerbate the

HOUSTON (A P) - Ohio Gov. Jam es 
A. Rhodes said Thursday he is pleased 
with early results of his advertising 
campaign to acquire additional fuel 
supplies for his winter-stricken state. 
“ I think we have signed some con­ 
tracts and that we’ve been successful 
so far,” Rhodes told newsmen, 
‘‘We’ve already been to Ottawa and 
we plan to be in Oklahoma City next 
week, and we’ve been invited to 
Louisiana.” 
The Republican governor talked 
with newsmen as other state officials 
and representatives of Ohio utility 
firms met privately with producers 
and marketers who responded to 
newspaper advertisem ents seeking 
natural gas, fuel, oil and propane. 
‘‘We’ve had great, great response,” 
Rhodes said. 
He refused, however, to identify any 
of the producers or marketers. He also 
declined to estimate the quantities of 
potential supplies involved in the 
negotiations nor the prices being 
discussed.

Toil Gunner Joe 


The life and character of Senator 
Joseph McCarthy, as depicted recently 
on NBG, must go down as one of 
te le v isio n ’s finer m om ents. 
The 
shocking candor of the document kept 
viewers sitting spine-straight for three 
hours. 
A few things remain untold. When 
Tail-Gunner Joe’s first term in the 
Senate ran out, he realized that his 
apathetic performance would kill hun 
in 
W isconsin. 
The 
man 
lacked 
creativity, so he hunted for something 
to destroy. 
A short, rolly-polly colum nist, 
George Sokolsky, came to his rescue. 
Mr. Sokolsky was a conservative. His 
political stance would make William 
Buckley appear to be a flaming liberal. 
Sokolsky w hispered the phrase, 
“ Com m unism 
in 
govern m en t.’’ 
George sent Joe to 
a 
newspaper 
executive who maintained detailed 
files on American liberals, pinkos, 
socialists and communists. 
It was there that McCarthy got his 
ammunition. Had he used it well and 
cautiously, he might have made a 
name for him self. No one, including his 
sponsors, realized that Joe was a 
dangerous man. He waved papers 
“ which contain 206 names of known 
communists in our government.” 
He refused to show the papers. He 
refused to name names. The senator 
decided to make himself great by 
destroying the State Department first, 
the Army second. He won reelection, 
but at the cost of his character. 
The irony of the mid — 1950s is that 
one man scared the hell out of the 
United States Government. President 
Harry Truman could have cut him 
down in one press conference. He 
didn’t. 
P resident 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower had the sam e opportunity. 
He was too frightened to move 
against Tail-Gunner Joe. The State 
Department quailed under innuendo. 
The U.S. 
Senate listened to that 
whining voice week after week and 
took no action. Tile “Hill” reporters 
knew that Joe was a fake, but they 
goaded him on to more and more 
reckless charges and kept him in the 
headlines. 
He was a man amok. Joe knew, 
better than anyone, that he had not 
uncovered one card-carrying 
com­ 
munist. He scatter-fired at everyone 
who raised a voice in feeble protest. 
The nation applauded the junior 
senator. This indeed was his power 
base. The people 
were afraid of 
communism and the Soviet Union. His 
fury in charging witnesses, his drip­ 
ping sarcasm interrogating decorated 
Army officers kindled the hopes of 
millions that he was about to expose a 
m assive communist plot to take over 
the government. 
He hit booze. The booze hit back. Joe 
began to slide. When the censure 
hearings were held in the Senate, he 
told Roy Cohn, “ I felt like a coward. I 
had to sit there and take it. They back 
you into a com er and you have to do 
one of two things. You jump off a roof 
or you try to stand up like a man and

“ I lost without fighting.”

McCarthy is precisely the tactic he 
used in exposing communism. 
He 
fought dirty. They did too. Joe tried to 
hide his drinking by dumping half the 
contents of bottles of soft drinks and 
refilling with liquor. He drank a lot of 
Coke. 
At hearings, his headaches were 
monumental. He was in and out of 
Bethesda Hospital for vague injuries 
and illness. Doctors told him that his 
liver was damaged. One drink, they 
said, would be too many. 
McCarthy was sane. He understood 
his private demons. They were more 
destructive than 
he. 
The 
senator 
continued to drink The man who had 
ruined so many men was about to 


destroy himself. 
He died at sundown on a leafy Spring 
day. He was nothing going nowhere. 
And yet there was one more irony to 
come. Mrs. McCarthy pushed hard for 
a state funeral for Joe. 


One more time the august Senate 
truckled to a whim. U.S. Marines 
carried the flag-draped casket down 
the center aisle. Two chaplains racked 
their brains to find virtues to extol. 


Among the mourners down front was 
Richard Nixon. His day of political 
burial was 19 years away. The Senate 
covered Joe’s empty chair with 
beautiful blossoms. 
I asked a Senate aid, “How could you 
do it?” He smiled wryly. “A few of the 
Senators wanted the body brought in to 
make sure he was dead.” . .. 
Opposition Arises 
To School Tax Plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Three 
members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee say they are op­ 
posed to having a permissive income 
tax for education levied against 
nonresidents of a school district. 
Dr. Harold A. Hovey, an economist 
retained by the Toledo 
Board 
of 
Education to support the bill, argued 
that exempting nonresidents would 
create problems. 
Hovey and Howard L. Collier, vice 
president for finance of the Medical 
College of Ohio at Toledo, testified 
Wednesday as the committee con­ 
ducted its second hearing on a bill that 
would permit a referendum in school 
districts on whether to shift the cost of 
education from personal property to 
income. 
Several comm ittee mem bers, the 
w itn esses and the sponsor, Rep. 
Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, agreed 
that while the legislation is a pat­ 
chwork solution, something needs to be 
done. 
“This could be a lot better than doing 
nothing and throwing up our hands 
when the schools close,” said Collier, 
who twice served as finance director 
for Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 
Opposition to taxing nonresidents 
cam e from Reps. John A. Galbraith, 
R-69 Maumee; Robert E. Netzley, R-81 
Inura, and Donna Pope, D-12 Parma. 
“ If you tax nonresidents it is going to 
pass 
in 
som e 
areas 
because 
nonresidents can’t vote,” said Mrs. 
Pope. “What a deal for the residents! ” 
Hovey, finance director for former 
Gov. 
John 
J. 
G illigan, 
said 
nonresidents would benefit indirectly 
from 
such 
a 
levy 
by 
providing 
education to those living where they 
work and by reduction of property tax 
on employers and businesses where 
they shop. 
“Inclusion of nonresidents should be 
considered as a part of the overall 
financial arrangements for financing 


central city services and in this con­ 
text makes sense...,” said Hovey. “If 
nonresidents are excluded the tax no 
longer parallels the municipal tax and 
administrative and compliance costs 
are increased.”

When its com­ 
plete safety has been established by 
this agency it will be placed on the 
market for general use. 
A large series of patients were given 
cimetidine in this trial study in 
England and 83 per cent of the patients 
with stomach and duodenal ulcers 
were healed within four weeks. 
American physicians who are 
studying the drug are enthusiastic 
about it because it curbs overacidity in 
the stomach by “blocking” the site of 
the cells that produce the excess acids. 
At the present time there seem to be 
few, if any, side effects which will 
delay releasing this drug to American 
physicians.

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News Remains Grim For Coffee Lovers ^ se The Classifieds 


Editor’s Note: What s ahead for 
coffee drinkers? Will prices come back 
down9 W ill supplies go back up9 Here 
is a look at some of the possibilities 


By TH E ASSOCIATED PR ESS 
The turnabout in the world coffee 
market since 1975 leaves American 
coffee drinkers with these prospects: 
—Continued high prices over the 
coming months until the world 
production moves back to prefrost 
levels. 
—Deteriorating quality of U.S. 
coffee blends as firms try to hold down 
prices by buying cheaper, harsher 
coffee beans. 
—The chance that some small coffee 
roasters will be forced out of an 
already concentrated industry. 
These things will likely be aired in 
congressional hearings on coffee 
prices planned later this month. 
Meantime, more price hikes already 
have been put in motion. They won’t be 
felt at the retail level for several 
months because of the normal lag 
between wholesale and retail prices 
moves. 
Maxwell House, the nation's largest 
coffee company, recently announced 
an increase of 20 cents in its wholesale 
price to $3.11 a pound. Secondlargest 
Edger announced an increase to $3.28. 
Government and industry officials 
are reluctant to predict future prices. 
The price of the bean itself isn’t the 
only thing that has gone up. Govern­ 
ments of producing countries boosted 
export taxes, increasing their direct 
revenues. In Brazil, the export tax 
went from $21 a bag in the fall of 1975 to 
$103 this January. 
(On a per-pound basis, the tax went 
from 16 to 78 cents. You can’t apply 
that figure to the price you pay, 
however, because it takes more than a 
pound of green beans to make one 
pound of ground coffee and the coffee 


you buy is a blend of coffees from 
different nations.) 


Supply has a lot to do with price. 
Coffee 
production had been in­ 
creasing steadily in the first half of the 
’70s, due to new techniques of planting 
and increased use of fertilizer. Much of 
the increased supply 
came 
from 
Brazil. 
But the July 1975 frost in Brazil cut 
production sharply, although the 
country dipped into stockpiles and 
exported more last year than it did a 
year earlier. 
The 1976-77 crop also will be lower 
than the prefrost level: U.S. experts 
estimate it at 9.5 million 132-pound 
bags; Brazilian officials say 5 million 
to 6.5 million bags. 
Because it takes three years for a 
new tree to produce its first beans and 
another two to reach full production, it 
will be 1978 or 1979 before the Brazilian 
harvest again approaches previous 
levels. 
The demand for coffee this year is 
estimated at about 5 million bags more 
than the supply. The difference can be 
made up from world stockpiles of 
about 25 million bags, bid the future 
depends on factors that are difficult to 
predict: 


—Any new weather disaster or 
outbreak such as the war in Angola 
could cause real shortages and send 
prices soaring still further. 
—A coffee fungus has been reported 
in Nicaragua and the U.S. Agriculture 
Departm ent says it 
"could ap­ 
preciably 
affect 
future 
coffee 
production in the whole region if the 
disease is not brought under control 
and properly treated.” 
—Brazil may choose not to replace 
all the coffee trees destroyed by the 
frost. Farmers may switch to quicker- 
bearing crops such as soybeans.

KENT, Ohio (A P ) - Kent State 
University trustees have boosted room 
rates for students by $10 to $15 per 
quarter, effective next fall. 
Under the new rates announced 
Wednesday, the cost of a single dor­ 
mitory room goes from $335 to $350 a 
quarter. 
The trustees also eliminated the no­ 
board option, making it mandatory for 
ail students to buy the university’s food 
plan, which costs $170 per quarter. 
Previously, students had the option of 
buying their own food. 


Bionic Bug Set 


For P o lar Clim es 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
Bionic Bug, also known as the Ohio 
State 
Hexapod vehicle, has 
been 
developed after 12 years of research 
and two years of construction and its 
builder feels it would be ideal for 
traveling through polar regions. 
Robert B. McGhee, a professor of 
electrical engineering, began work on 
the bug in 1965. 
The two-foot high, four-foot long Bug 
is run by a computer provided by the 
National Science Foundation. 
McGhee said he plans to design 
controls so a human operator can steer 
and direct the robot, which moves at a 
maximum speed of five inches per 
second. 
Researchers believe the legged 
vehicle would cause less damage to the 
tundra of polar regions than the 
tracked vehicles now used.

—Coffee consumption in the United 
States and abroad could decline, 
easing the pressure on prices. 
The coffee drinker’s only weapon is 
to 
drink less coffee. 
Statistics 
available through the end of 1976 show 
no appreciable drop in U.S. con­ 
sumption, however. 
One consumer research firm says 
that in nearly every month of 1976, 
coffee drinkers bought 2 to IO per cent 
more than they did in the same month 
a year earlier. 
Another 
firm , 
Selling 
Area 
Marketing Inc., says U.S. retailers 
sold only one-tenth of a per cent less 
coffee in 1976 than they did in 1975. The 
dollar value of the sales was 44 per 
cent more than a year earlier. 
There have been scattered signs that 
the coffee drinker’s willingness to put 
up with higher prices is changing. 
Trade well food stores in Oregon, 
Washington and California urged a 
boycott starting Jan. I. In the first 
three weeks of the month, sales of 
coffee fell by 40 per cent. 
In the past, higher prices have in­ 
variably led to lower consumption. A 
Folger executive cited a IO per cent 
decline in buying in 1950, when prices 
rose 43 per cent, and a 3 per cent 
decline in 1954, when retail prices went 
up 25 per cent. 
Demand for a more indispensible 
commodity — oil — declined in 1975 
after the sharp, postembargo price 
hikes. And sugar buying dropped when 
prices zoomed in 1974. 
The oil shortage was the creation of 
international politics and prices 
remained high. The sugar price ad­ 
vance was traced to natural causes 
and prices plummeted when supply 
recovered. 
Coffee resembles both. 
As with 
sugar, 
its 
supply 
will 
eventually 
recover. As with oil, the producing 
countries have made no secret of their 
desire to regulate output. 
Meanwhile, Americans are paying 
more money and getting what has been 
described as less quality. 
"Rising prices . . . are being ac­ 
companied by a deterioration in the 
quality of the product,” said M errill 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and Smith, in 
an analysis of the coffee situation last 
August. 
"U .S. roasters are being forced to 
use ‘inferior’ coffee in their blends — 
harsher-tasting African beans as 
Brazilian coffee and Colombian coffee, 
more suited to 
American 
tastes, 
becomes scarcer.” 
As one indication of this shift, U.S. 
imports from Brazil and Colombia in 
the first ll months of 1976 were about 
1.7 million bags or 25 per cent less than 
in the same months of 1975. 
In the same period, U.S. imports of 
the harsher Robusta coffee from the 
Ivory Coast and Indonesia rose by 
700,000 bags or almost 44 per cent. 
In the first IO months of 1975, beans 
from Brazil represented about 20 per 
cent of all U.S. coffee imports; in the 
same period last year, Brazilian coffee 
accounted for only 13 per cent of im­ 
ports. 
Behind these immediate symptoms 
looms the prospect of an even more 
concentrated U.S. coffee industry. 
Folger and Maxwell House already 
represent about 56 per cent of the U.S.

coffee market, but dozens of small 
roasters compete on a regional basis. 
"Consumers no doubt have benefited 
from that competition,” said Rep. 
Joseph Vigorito, 
D-Pa., 
as his 
agriculture subcommittee opened 
hearings into coffee prices last year. 
"Can the smaller roasting firms 
secure their needed supplies of green 
coffee in today’s market at prices that 
allow them to compete with the 
nationwide firm s?” he asked. "If so, 
can they withstand the competitive 
pressures when the nationwide firms 
reduce their margins on coffee tem­ 
porarily to keep consumers coming?" 
The number of roasters has fallen 
from more than 300 in the 1950s to 
about IOO today. Current prices seem 
likely to accelerate that trend. 
Joe Donovan, president of the 
Donovan Coffee Co. in Birmingham, 
Ala., said, “ Nineteen seventy-six was 
the worst year we had in a long time.” 


"Our gross profit percentage points 
have dropped drastically,” said IJoyd 
Donnelly, president of the E. B. Miller 
Coffee Co. in Denver. 
Maxwell House and Folger say they 
too are suffering, but their resources 
are greater. Maxwell House is a 
division of General Foods; Folger is 
part of Procter & Gamble. 
As one small roaster put it in 
referring to another of the industry 
giants, "Coca-Cola (which markets 
two brands of coffee) doesn’t have to 
worry about whether it makes money 
from coffee or not.” 
Following a similar Brazilian frost 
and price spiral in 1953, the Federal 
Trade Commission concluded that, 
"Most 
roasters found their costs 
mounting faster than they were able to 
advance prices and remain com­ 
petitive with producers of the large- 
selling national brands.”

Housing 
Starts Show 
Big Drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The number 
of new houses on which construction 
started in January fell by the largest 
month-to-month margin ever recorded 
as temperatures in the eastern two- 
thirds of the nation fell to the lowest 
levels in U.S. history. 
The level of building permits issued 
— indicating future activity for the 
construction industry — fell at the 
same time by 13.7 per cent, according 
to a Commerce Department report on 
Wednesday. 
Housing starts dropped by 27 per 
cent from December, surpassing the 
previous record decline of 26 per cent 
between February and March 1960, the 
report said. Records go back to World 
War II. 
The level of starts was still 9 per cent 
above January 1976. 
In December, starts advanced 10.4 
per cent while the number of permits 
issued declined 4 per cent from the 
month before. 
The chief economist for the National 
Association of Home Builders, Michael 
Sumichrast, said that the severe 
winter weather clearly was the 
principal reason behind January’s 
performance. 
But it may not have been the only 
influence, he said. Federal subsidies 
for new apartment buildings for low- 
income tenants have declined sharply 
since late 1976, he said. 
The 
association 
had 
earlier 
predicted a 16 per cent drop in con­ 
struction activity in the January- 
March period. 
The number of homes started was at 
a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
1.375 million, compared to 1.884 million 
in December. The number of permits 
issued totaled 1.307 million in annual 
terms. 


Protestants Still Disorganized 


NEW YORK (AP) - M assive 
reorganizations 
of 
the 
national 
bureaucracies of major Protestant 
denominations during the last decade 
have done little to improve economy or 
efficiency, a new study concludes. 
It says the vast overhauling jobs 
have changed the operational style but 
haven’t necessarily made it better. 
“The desire for participatory and 
collegial style has resulted in some 
agencies placing a disproportionate 
emphasis on the manner of doing the 
work rather than on what actually is 
accomplished,” the analysis says. 
The study, financed by a research 
grant from the United 
Methodist 
General Council on Ministries, focused 
on five denominations, including. 
The American Baptist Churches, the 
Episcopal 
Church, 
the 
United 
Presbyterian 
Church, 
the 
Presbyterian Church U.S. (Southern) 
and the United Methodist Church. 
They are among 12 major religious 
organizations that have undergone 
extensive “restructuring” since 1968 
involving dismantling their national 
machinery and reassembling it in 
different ways. 


G enerally 
in 
the 
process, 
multiplicities of various, 
separate 
agencies were consolidated into 
umbrella departments, seeking more 
closely linked controls 
and 
coor­ 
dination with regional units. 


Staffs were cut and budgets pared in 
the face of a declining share of church 
income relayed by local-regional 
bodies to national offices. 


However, the book-length study, 
called, 
“ What 
New 
Creation?” 
published by the Methodist Abingdon 
press, says that the effort for broader 
distribution of 
power threatens 
competition for funds between national 
and regional units. 
“ Power in the bureaucracy is 
related to money,” the study says, 
predicting that "conflicts between 
agencies will be intense in a period of 
declining income.” 
The authors are two faculty mem­ 
bers of Duke University Divinity 
School, the Rev. Dr. Paul A. Mickey, 
associate 
professor 
of 
pastoral 
theology, and the Rev. Dr. Robet L. 
Wilson, research professor of church 
and society. 


They 
say 
that 
one 
result 
of 
restructuring 
has 
been 
the 
com­ 
bination of agencies into fewer and 
larger 
departments, 
creating 
“superboards” that make internal 
communications difficult and lines of 
accountability unclear. 


The study is sharply critical of the 
use of "quotas” to obtain a better 
balance of minorities and women in 
the national church agencies. 


“Priority has been given to having 
the desired representation," the 
authors write. "Competence was to 
become — at least temporarily — a 
secondary requirement. Thus, the goal 
has been to find a person who first 
would fill the desired quota, not the 
most competent one.” 
This means “selecting an individual 
for a job on the basis of criteria 
irrelevant to perform ance,” the 
authors say.

Ignoring appeals from Eastern 
Associated Coal Corp. to return to 
work, some 8,200 Finking southern 
West Virginia coal miners remained 
off the job today. 


Company officials met with United 
Mine Workers local officials in the 
coalfields Thursday in an effort to get 
production resumed. 
The two-week-old wildcat strike 
means the loss of 70,000 tons of 
production daily. That translates into a 
$450,000 per day less in wages, ac­ 
cording to the West Virginia Coal 
Association.

a balding but trim 54-year-old lawyer. 
“It’s something I look forward to every 
morning. It really breaks up the day.” 
Hamilton’s daily luncheon menu 
consists of running five miles around 
the gymnasium — a dizzying IOO laps. 
“It gets monotonous, for sure,” he 
says. “But you can daydream, or even 
solve problems or blow out all the 
stress you’ve built up in the morning.” 
Doesn’t he get hungry without 
lunch? "Not really,” Hamilton snaps, 
wiping his brow just after the last lap. 
“ All the blood leaves the stomach and 
goes to the muscles. Oh, I might get a 
little weak sometimes in the middle of 
the afternoon and need some orange 
juice or some cottage cheese.” 
Most of the Y’s regulars know each 
other, and it’s obvious that the few 
hours of communal contortion are as 
much a social affair as a physical 
ritual. 
"If there is one place in town where 
you can meet a wide range of people, 
this is it,” says John Gatchell, 51, an 
independent geologist who works out 
three times a week. "If there is such a 
thing as a gentlemen’s club in this city, 
I guess this qualifies,” he says. 
The club’s membership is indeed 
diverse. At the Oklahoma City Y’s 
health club, regularly attending 
members range from oil company 
executives to bartenders, from a 
minister to a federal judge, as well as 
doctors, lawyers and retired men from 
all professions. Probably the best­ 
known member is Bud Wilkinson, a 
television sports commentator and 
former football coach at the University 
of Oklahoma. 
Ages range from 18 to 95, says Ira 
Cloud, an American Indian who runs 
the club. 
"Our 95-year-old fellow 
doesn’t come in so often anymore,” 
says Cloud, a soft-spoken man with a 
slow smile. “But we have a Mr. 
Dupree, he’s 93 and comes in once or 
twice a week to work out.”

John Glenn said in testimony here 
T hursday he supports com bining 
federal environmental and energy 
agencies into a Department of Energy.

federal governments. 
“ I think government red tape is not 
only as bad as it looks,” Glenn said, "I 
think it’s worse.” 
He was responding to a query from 
state Sen.

Ashland, who asked if Glenn would 
support a Department of Energy 
concept on the federal level. 
“ U l’s not succumb to the easy 
temptation of telling the people that 
one bogeyman created this situation.

Claim s Drop 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Bureau of Employment Services says 
initial unemployment compensation 
claim s dropped by more than half for 
the week that ended last Saturday, 
compared to the previous week. 
About 45 per cent of the 31,712 new 
claim s made during that period came 
from Ohio’s largest counties, the 
bureau said.

But the M arietta, Ga., attorney said 
Cowan’s actions were “unfortunate.” 
“ We don’t advocate violence at all 
except in self-defense. We believe in 
self-preservation.” 
“ Actually,” he said, “ I think the 
white races that live in New York 
should move down South and let us 
ship all our niggers up there until such 
time as we can ship them to Africa.” 
He said, “ I am against Jews because 
they control the press and telev ises” 
Stoner won about 2.2 per cent of the 
Georgia vote in a 1970 campaign for 
governor. In 1974 he ran for lieutenant 
governor and won more than 9 per cent 
of the turnout —■ about 73,000 votes.

(Q.) Are veterans with a service 
connected disability requiring a 
prosthetic device entitled to a VA 
clothing allowance? 
(A.) Yes. The annual $190 allowance 
is paid September I. 
(Q.) As a veteran of World War II 
with a recently established service 
connected disability, am I eligible for 
service disabled insurance through the 
VA° 
(A.) Eligibility requires separation 
from service after April 24, 1951, and 
application for insurance within one 
year from the date of notice granting 
service connected disabilities. For

specific information, check with the 
VA insurance center or nearest VA 
regional office. 


(Q I What types of training are 
recognized for VA benefits for On the 
Job Training? How do I locate the 
employers who will co-operate with 
this program?

Retail Bread Price 
M a y Remain Stable 
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WASHINGTON (A P) - Retail bread 
prices declined slightly last year and 
probably will remain relatively stable 
at least through mid-1977, according to 
the Agriculture Department. 
The average retail price of a one- 
pound loaf of white bread was 35.3 
cents in 1976, a decline of 1.9 per cent 
from the record of 36 cents a loaf in 
1975, the department’s Economic 
Research Service said Thursday, 
But the slight drop in what con­ 
sumers paid for bread last year was 
tiny compared to the 19.1 per cent less 
that farmers were paid for ingredients 
going into the typical loaf, the figures 
showed.

Seek Refunds 
For Customers 
Of Ohio Pow er 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
Public Utilities Commission has been 
asked by Atty. Gen. William J. Brown 
to order the Canton-based Ohio Power 
Co. to refund $45 million to its 
customers. 
Brown told the PUCO Thursday that 
the electric utility overcharged its 
customers by $11.9 million. 
In addition, the attorney general 
charged that use of western coal has 
resulted in excessive fuel costs of $18.5 
million; $7.4 million in repair expenses 
was improperly charged, and another 
$4.2 million was improDerlv Dossed nu 
to customers for testing of low-sulfur 
western ocal. 
Brown said $3 million more should 
be refunded for various reasons. 
A spokesman for Ohio Power said 
the company would have no comment 
until after officials see a copy of the 
brief Brown filed with the utilities 
commission. 
“ I don’t know one single thing about 
it,” said J I L Coms of the firm’s public 
affairs department. 
Ohio Power, which serves nearly 
500,000 residential customers in 663 
Ohio communities, is part of the 
American Electric Power System, the 
nation’s largest public utility holding 
company. 
‘‘It bothers me a great deal to learn 
that Ohio consumers may have been 
overcharged to the tune of some $45 
million for utilities necessary to heat 
their homes and cook their meals,” 
Brown said in a .statement. 
“ In light of the governor’s call to 
burn Ohio coal, we found that Ohio’s 
largest 
producer of electricity 
is 
burning western coal that costs far in 
excess of Ohio prices,” he added.

Taken by itself the value of wheat in 
a 1976 loaf of bread dropped to 3.7 cents 
from 4.5 cents in 1975, the report said. 
The value of other farm-produced 
ingredients such as shortening, sugar 
and nonfat dry milk also declined, to 
1.8 cents from 2.3 cents in 1975. 
The value of wheat in a loaf of bread 
is computed by USDA on the basis of 
what farmers get for their grain in 
major producing areas. Thus, the 
report said, wheat prices last year 
averaged $3.09 a bushel against $3.60 in 
1975. By December, however, wheat 
was down to $2.35 a bushel. 
‘‘Price prospects for wheat flour and 
other farm ingredients suggest that 
bread 
prices should continue the 
relative 
stability of 1976 at least 
through the first six months of 1977,” 
the report said. 
Although prospects for the 1977 
wheat harvest now appear gloomy in 
many areas because of dry weather 
and the recent severe winter cold, 
there is a huge U.S. wheat stockpile 
that has tended to keep prices down.

IMPORTANT NOTICE 
REGARDING GAS SERVICE 


Should it become necessary that gas service to the area in 
which you live or have property be interrupted due to an in­ 
sufficient supply of flowing gas and the resulting loss of gas 
pressure it is essential that you take the following steps to 
expedite restoring gas service to your property when it be­ 
comes possible to do so: 


1. Turn the shut off valve which is located in the piping on 
the left side of the face of the meter by turning it one quar­ 
ter turn until the handle or nut is crosswise to the piping. 
2. Turn the shut off valve located in the piping immediately 
ahead of each gas appliance by turning them one quarter 
turn and until the handle or nut is crosswise to the gas 
piping. 


In the event it is necessary that the gas outage be for an ex­ 
tended period of time, during which the outside temperatures 
are below freezing, the following steps should be taken to 
prevent damage of piping and equipment from freezing: 


1. Drain the water heater. 
2. Drain the toilet tank and sponge the water out of the bot­ 
tom of the toilet. 
3. Remove and empty all water traps (Kitchen sink, lavatories, 
laundry tubs, etc.) Where drain traps are not accessible 
anti-freeze or enough salt to prevent freezing should be 
used. 
4. Disconnect clothes washers and dishwashers and drain 
water supply hoses. 
5. Drain and blow out water boilers in furnaces and all other 
water holding piping and equipment. 


In addition to using fireplaces, if electricity is available, burn­ 
ing lights and operating electrical appliances can provide 
some heat inside the structure but care must be exercised to 
prevent fires. 


As soon as the gas supply and pressures have recovered suffi­ 
ciently to restore gas service, qualified personnel will be in 
your area to direct and perform the restoration of your service

CLEVELAND (A P) — NASA’s 
I,ewis Research Center says a Con­ 
necticut company has been picked for 
the $2 million job of designing and 
building the world’s largest windmill 
blade- a fiberglass blade that will 
stand 15 stories high. 
U'wis Center said Tuesday the 
Kaman Aerospace Colp. of Bloom­ 
field, Conn. 
will 
build, 
test 
and 
evaluate the 150-foot long prototype 
blade and also is to develop technology 
for production models. 
Such blades would be needed to 
flower tile 1.5-megawatt wind machine 
being designed and built by General 
E lectric 
Co. 
That 
m achine 
is 
scheduled for testing starting next 
year. 


A 
1.5-megawatt 
generator could 
produce enough electricity for several 
hundred 
hom es, 
Lewis 
C enter 
reported. 
I^ewis Center, acting as project 
manager for the Energy Research and 
D evelopm ent A dm inistration (E R ­ 
DA), already has run tests on a 100- 
kilowatt turbine with 62.5-foot blades 
at its Plum Brook Station in Sandusky, 
west of Cleveland. 
Meanwhile, Lewis reported, detailed 
design studies are to start this year on 
two-megawatt wind turbines. 
Two 
150foot blades would be needed to 
power a two-megawatt turbine in 
average winds of 14 miles per hour. 
NASA and ERDA plan to use studies 
on the tw o-m egaw att turbine to 
determine future test programs for 
blades of this size. 
The largest windmill on record was 
built before World War II on Grand­ 
pa’s Knob at Rutland, Vt. That wind­ 
mill could generate 1.25 megawatts of 
electricity in winds of 30 miles per hour 
with its two 87.5-foot blades, I>ewis 
reported. 
A broken blade put the Grandpa’s 
Knob windmill out of operation in 1945.

Metzenbaum 
Urges Wider 
Gas Probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Encouraged 
by 
an 
Interior 
D epartm ent 
preliminary report Thursday, Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, called 
upon the government to extend its 
investigation of natural gas supplies to 
all companies leasing federal lands 
and waters. 
M etzenbaum 
praised 
Interior 
Secretary Cecil Aidrus for initiating a 
probe of offshore fields after in­ 
vestigators found that companies in 
the Gulf of Mexico have not been 
producing at full capacity. 
The Ohio senator had prompted the 
preliminary investigation 
when he 
sent a letter to Andrus citing a number 
of government reports that indicated 
gas supplies had been keep off the 
marketplace. 
“ I urge the secretary to review all 
companies now holding leases on 
federal lands and waters and to call 
them on the carpet if they are not 
m eeting 
th eir 
co n tractu ral 
obligations,” Metzenbaum said. 
‘‘I 
would further ask that the 
secretary require those companies to 
file with the Interior Department a 
series of biweekly reports that would 
detail efforts under way to develop 
natural gas reserves.” 
M etzenbaum 
noted 
th a t 
the 
prelim inary report indicated that two 
gas fields in louisiana which provide 
natural gas to the Columbia Gas 
Transmission Corp. both had sub­ 
stantial drops in production in the past 
two years. Columbia Transmission 
provides 
nearly 
twothirds of the 
natural gas used in Ohio. 
“ Tile preliminary report shows that 
the natural gas companies studied 
have not been producing at their full 
rate at a tim e when more gas is sorely 
needed,” Metzenbaum said.

Cable TV 
Bill Pushed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Rep. 
Michael G. Oxley, R-82 Findlay, has 
introduced a bill outlawing the theft of 
property or services of cable television 
companies. 
Tile Hancock County lawmaker said 
Thursday his bill would fill a void in 
Ohio’s statutes to penult a crackdown 
on abuses rn northwest Ohio and 
elsewhere. 
He said the legislation is aimed 
particularly at those who illegally tap 
into cables near their homes to obtain 
cablevision otherwise available only 
for a fee. 
Such 
abuses have 
been 
"fairly 
common" in Toledo, Findlay and 
Tiffin where cable companies offer 
services. He said the illegal tap-ins 
also are reported to have become 
‘ ram pant’’ in the Athens County area. 
U nder O xley’s bill, which was 
requested 
by 
the 
C ontinental 
Cablevision Co. of Findlay, it would be 
illegal to steal "services” from cable 
television com panies—nam ely the 
unauthorized viewing of program s 
through illicit cable connections—as 
well as have possession of equipment 
used for such purposes.
